Drive to be Made by Seven 
Organizations the Week 
of Nov. 11. 

To The Editor of The Sun— Sir: 
Replying to your inquiry regarding 
the great drive about to be undertak- 
en by the seven organizations engag- 
ed in war work I submit the follow- 
ing: 

Napoleon is credited with having 
said that in war the value of morale 
is as three to one. Maintaining morale 
in Napoleon's time wa* very different 
from maintaining it now. NapoISOfl 
had no submarines, aeroplanes, gas or 
modern artillery constantly harassing 
and shattering the nerves of his men. 
To maintain morale in the face of 
these modern methods of warfare is 
very much more difficult than it was 
in the days of Napoleon. The nerve 
strain of this war is far grater than 
it has ever been in any preceding war, 
■nd it is therefore of the utmost im- 
portance that everything possible be 
done to relieve this strain and keep 
the minds of the soldiers as nearly 
normal as possible. This is the groat 
service that the Y. M C. A. in its war 
work is trying to accomplish. Sun 
ilar work has been undertaken by the

The Chicago Tribune gives a very 
interesting account of the live hun- 
dred (iarden M dials which the Tri- 
bune offered in the early spring to the 
children's best war gardens in the 
Chicago public schools. It is also 
interesting to note that two of the 
children's mother was a former Clov- 
erport girl, who is now Mrs, Eliza- 
beth Lamb Sheffield and her two 
daughters. Miss Margaret and Miss 
Elizabeth who came under the nine 
year old turns, cultivated a garden 
I plot which was one of fifty in the 
Community garden ol the Shakespere 
school. Their plot was the same 
size as the other children's. 15x20 feet 
This is the second year of cultivation. 

They grew eight varieties of veg- 
etables and to this time the value of 
the produce has amounted to $i;t. ."»(>. 
The fact that no weeds were allow- 
ed to grow and the plants well cul- 
tivated helped much toward the win- 
ning of the medals. The bronze 
medals are appropiately designed 
with hoe. rake and watering can on 
one edge and the flag on the opposite 
edge; between is a garden with the 
sun shining on it. It hears the 
words: "Prize War Gardner— Chica- 
go Tribune 11)18." 

The Tribune states that live thous- 
and children engaged in the war gard- 
ening and their work was so excell- 
ent that it made it difficult for the 
Superintendent to choose thechildren 
to be awarded the MO medals. It is 
estimated that the value of produc- 
tion in the war gardens amounted 
to $;i, 500,000 to say nothing of. the 
value added in training the children 
to be thriftier, to have more of a 
community spirit and impelling a 
civic pride as well as a national 
pride.

Lewis Moorman Willis who 
was reported in last week's issue of 
The Breckenridge News as having 
been wounded July Id. has been 
heard from since this message was 
received by his parents. Mr. and Mrs.

Sergt. Willis wrote Aug. :.'<>, to 
his mother from a Base Hospital in 
France. The letter was written in 
bis own hand writing ami he began 
by saying thatjie had been wounded 
by a machine gun bullet. He fur- 
ther stated that he was having the 
best of attention in the hospital and 
said. "Mother if you ever have any- 
thing to give, don't withold it from 
the Red Cross nor the Y. M. C. A., 
for they are doing the most wound- 
erful work in the world." 

Sergt. Willis boasted on having 
several Bodies to his credit, and add- 
ed. "There never was nor will be a 
German bullet made that can kill me.

In the death of Senator Blackburn 
the state looses one oi its most dis- 
tinguished personages in the political 
realm.

Senator 
Blackburn began his political career 
in I slid by first making stump speech- 
es for Breckinridge and Lane. Elev- 
en years later, be was elected Kep- 
rcscnative from Woodford county in 
the General Assembly. When his 
time expired for this office he was 
nominated and elected congressman 
and served four consecutive terms, 
and Butty he won by one vote in the 
race lor I'nited Stales Senator from 
Kentucky. defeating Gen. "Cerro 
Gordo" Williams He served three 
termi as Senator and as the first Go v- 
cnor of Panama 

At the time oi his death. Senator 
Blackburn was in Washington serv- 
ing as resident commissioner of the 
LhsCoU Memorial Commission to 
which he had been appointed by 

President Wilson.

I resident Wilson recently request- 
ed that these seven organizations join 
in a single campaign to raise the 
funds necessary to carry on their 
work this coining winter and into the 
new year Prompt response was n-anc 
to his request through the formation 
of a committee representing the Ml 
en organizations in this country that 
are engaged in serving our men in 
service, ami an arrangement lias been 
concluded by which these seven or- 
ganization will have a joint campaign 
from the llth to the IHth of Novem- 
ber" for the purpose of raising $170,- 
."iOO.imio for the work they have in 
hand. By unanimous vote Dr. John 
R. Mott. general secretary of the Y. 
M. C, A., was made director-general 
of the campaign. The money raised 
will be made to go as far as it pos- 
sibly can. 

Now $lTO,flon.OOO is a very large 
sum of money, and many people will 
naturally wonder why so large a sum 
is needed for this work. The reason 
is found in the large number of things 
that these societies are called upon to 
do. which in a word embraces sup- 
plying, in various camps in this coun- 
try and Knrope. the thing which the 
man in service was accustomed to 
ha VI through his home, his church, 
his theatre and his club The more of 
I Ml work that is done the more nor- 
mal will be the life led by the man 
When he is not actually lighting and 
this it has been found helps most in 
maintaining morale. 

The supplying to a million and a 
half men the articles necessary to 
play various outdoor games alone re- 
quires several million dollars. Tin 
value of this sort of serviceis per- 
haps best illustrated by an incident 
told in a letter recently received from 
a Y. M. C. A. secretary operating a 
hut near the front line trenches. He 
w rote that a number of men had come 
marching hack from the lighting line 
the day before, and on reaching his 
hut had stopped to rest and get some 
coffee and sandwiches. They thre.v 
themselves down on the ground not 
in groupes but singly and did not at- 
tempt to talk with one another. Their 
faces had very drawn and far away 
expressions, and the secretary could 
not arouse them in any way. A courle 
of hours later a Y. M. C. A., supply 
wagon drew up to the hut and among 
other things unloaded a box of bats 
and balls. The secretary took the 
box out into the tield. ripped it open 
and threw the bats and balls to the 
men. who immediately jumped for 
them laid out a rude diamond and in 
a few minutes were deeply interested 
game of American baseball.

Another very important reason why 
it is necessary to do .everything pos- 
sible to relieve the strain on our men 
is that they cannot get home for fur- 
loughs as the French and English 
soldiers do To try and make up in a 
measure for this a large number of 
the biggest hotels in southern France 
and Switzerland have 
by the War Work Council of the Y. 
M < A. and are being used as recrea- 
tion ( nitres lor the soldiers; so that 
on obtaining a furlough a man can 
go down there for recreation and rest. 

The question is often asked why 
this sort of work is not done by the 
Government with Government funds 
when it is so very necessary. The 
answer is that to do it under milli- 
tary regulations would rob it of .i 
large part of the sentiment with 
which it is necessary to surround the 
work if it is to do the mo.'.t good 
To have tbe money furnished directly 
by the folks at home, to have the 
work done by men and women who 
come from our homes and go into 
the camps to do this work.brings it 
just that much nearer to the hearts 
of the men and also makes them feel 
when they enter one of the buildings 
conducted in this way that they are 
tor tbe moment outside the rules and 
regulations of the army. This in it- 
self is worth a great deal 

The Y It, ( A alone now has over 
4.000 men and women engaged in this 
work in Kurope It lias MS buildings 
erected anil in Operation in the camps 
in the United States. It is today 
using OVtl l.imo buildings in Furope 
that it has erected, bought or rented. 
In these buildings religious services, 
representing all faiths, arc conducted 
lectures of all kinds are delivered 
moving picture shows and theatrical 
performances arc given; caiitccs are 
carried on.

The other organization associated 
in this great $1 7()..>00.000 drive are 
doing their share of this great work. 
The fact that they all are now co- 
operating in the work surely offers 
a line promise that the morale of our 
men will be strengthened in every 
possible way and maintained at the 
highest point.

Woman Farmer. 

All possible enrourgement ia de- 
scr\cd by the |>atriotic women who 
arc organizing, or rather who have 

organized, a "Land Army" for the 
purpose of remedying as well as 
ma> he the scarcity of agricultural 
lahor created hy the war in this 
country as in so many others. The 
existing emergency is so grave that 
natural and cominendahlc dislikes for 
seeing women at workin the fields 
rmiat he overcome, and overcome, 
also, should be the tendency of many 
American farmers to assume that 
farm work cannot be done unless 
there are men to do it. 

The men should remember that 
the original farmers of all races were 
women, as they arc today among 
most primitive races, and they can 
return temporarily to their ancient 
tasks under the drive of war's stem 
compulsion. For women to he 
successful in farm lahor. however, 
their relative strength must be con- 
sidered and not too much expected 
of them. Worked too hard, they 
will soon wear out, hut sensibly mod- 
erate demands they can meet, and 
have met, wherever they have been 
employed. 

Their hours must he shorter, their 
numbers larger, and the fact they 
cannot do as much, as a rule, as 
docs the experienced and long-train- 
ed farm laborer is very far from prov- 
ing them useless- -except to those 
who have determined beforehand 
that the experiment of employing 
women in the field shall be a failure
